Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach the isotropic , non-separable windows, operators, filters and wavelets, as recited in the 
claims. These features in combination with the other elements of the claim and the base claim 
are not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. The closest prior arts of record, the 
Bouchard patent and the Cohen article, teach wavelets, but these wavelets are not isotopic, as 
required by the claims and as argued by Applicants. Therefore, the claims are distinguishable 
over the prior art.
